Protect Our Food. 


The doctors inform us tbat alum is a 


poison, and that alum baking powders 
should be avoided because they make the 
food unwholesome. 
Prominent hygien- 


ists, who have given tbe matter nioet study 
regard these powders aa an evil tbat should 
be suppressed by state acuon. In Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin alum powders are not 
permitted to be eold unless they are brand- 
ed to wain consumers of fcheir true char- 
acter, while in the District of Columbia 
the authorities bave under the direction of 
Congress adopted regulations to prohibit 
the use of alum in bread altogether. 


Are not, the people of other States, as 


well as those ot Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
entitled to warning of a danger which is 
apparently menacing tbem at close hand 
and la iiofc the whole country entitled to 
absolute protection, as the people of the 
District of Columbia are protected, by 
legislation which is entirely prohibitive? 


Until we can have protection iu the 


form of a statute, how can our state boards 
of health, state analysiste or food commis- 
sions better serve the public than by pub- 
lishing in the newspapers from time to 
time the names of the baking powders 
winch they find to be made from alum ? 


Meantime, it will aid the housewife in 


designating the alum powders to remem- 
bei that, all powders sold at twenty-five 
cents or less per pound are of tbia danger- 
ous claes. Pure cream of tartar powders 
aie usually sold at from forty-five to fifty 
cents a pound.

It is of espec- 
ial interest just now, perhaps, ou account 
ot the fact Unit Ouneral Longatreet's 
name was so prominently connected 
with the aruiogemenls for our recent 
Memorial Day exercises, though he was 
not present to taka pait. It reads as 
follows : 


The Xew Orleans Ki'pulilimti says: 


We published from Sci timer on Satur- 
day a leltpr from General Lee to Jeff 
Davis, written on the 8th of August, 
1S03, in which the Confedeiate chieftain 
assumed all the responsibility for the 
K great giant in strength and 


disasters to Ins army at Gettysburg and 
asked to be relieved fiorn the command. 
Theie can beuo doubt that, the letter is 
genuine itud that (ren. Lee was entnely 
siuceie in making the suggestions it 
contains. 
Witli this letter and the 


general's reasons for writing it we have 
nothing turluer to do at, present than 
call attention to the corrotoratoiy ie!a 
tion it baars to one wnlten by Gen. 
Longstreet Ut'leen days before the former 
was penned. 
While Longatreet wan 


encamped at Culpepyer Court House, 
be received a letter from his uncle, Dr. 
A. B. Longslreet, LL. D., of Columbus, 
Gil., in which the doctor urgod his 
nephew to publish some of the facts 
connected v.itb the battle of Gettys- 
burg, that his correct connection with 
thai affair might be known. The gen- 
eral wrote to his uacle an answer, from 
which the subjoined extract is now pub- 
lished lor the first time: 


General Lon?street was opposed to 


the policy ot attacking the Union army 
at the cemetery, and so expressed bin- 
self to Gen. Lee, but was overruled by 
his coLuiiirvnding (jllltier, aud did the 
best he could to turn the mistake into a 
success. His corps was first in readi- 
ness and first to make the attack. Other 
Confederate commanders were so tardy 
HI coming into action that the day was

If it goes to aunl and cousins it must be 
under promise thai it goes no further, 
flie battle was not made as I would 
have bad it. My idea was to throw 
ourselves between Hie enemy and Wash- 
ington, select a strong position, and 
foice the enemy to a'lack us. So far as 
n la Riven to men the ability to judee, 
we may say with confidence that we 
should have destroyed 
the 
Federal 


army, marched into Washington, and 
•belated our terms, or at least held 
Washington and marched over as much 
of Pennsylvania as we cared to Lad we 
•irawn the enemy into attacks upon our 
Carefully ehoen position in bis rear 
Gen Lee cbose the plans adopted, and 
lie is the person appointed to choose and 
to older. I consider it a part of my 
duly to express my views to the com- 
manding general. If be approves and 
adopts tbem, il is well; if he does not. 
it is my duly to adopt his views and to 
i-xecute his oiders as faithfully and as 
/ealously as if they bad been my own. 
I cannot help but think that great 
lebults would have been obtained had 
my views been thought better of ; vet I 
am much inclined to accept the piesenl 
condition as for the best. 1 hope and 
crust that il is so. 


"Your programme would all be well 


enough were it practicable, and was dulj 
thought of, too. I fancy that no good 
ideas upon that campaign will bb meL- 
Honed that did not receive tbeir shaie of 
attention and consideration by General 
Lee. 
The few things that he might 


have overlooked himself I believe were 
suggested to him by myself. As we 
failed of success I must take my part of 
tie responsibility. 
In fact, I would 


prefer that all the blame should rest on 
me. As General Lee is our commander, 
be should have all the support and in- 
fluence that we can give him. If the 
blame—if these is any—can be shifted 
liom him to me, I shall help him and 
our sause by taking it. I desire, there- 
fore, that all the responsibility that can 
be put upon me shall go there and 
remain there. The truth will be known 
m time, and I leave that to show how 
much of the responsibility of the attack 
at Gettysburg rests upon yourself.

In another column, will be found a 


statement of the enrollment, percentage 
of attendance and other facts connected 
with the Public Schools of Gettysburg, 
which indicate that tha improvement in 
progress during the last several years is 
continuing. 


The increase in the attendance at the 


High School, whsre generally the num- 
ber of pupils has diminished, as com- 
pared with the other grades, is an in- 
dication, we believe, of a growing ap- 
preciation of higher education, due to 
the facilities offered to the scholars. 


But one of the most noticeable im- 


provements during recent years is in the 
general tone of the institutions—a condi- 
tion caused in large part by the person- 
ality of the Principal, Professor Hunter. 
He 
has been backed, however, by 


Boards composed of men of good judg- 
ments, to whom also credit is dne. 


The studying of books is but a part of 


education, the cultivation of good habits 
and the observance of the rules of 
decorum being also features to be given 
attention where young people are being 
prepared to fill their various spheres in 
life, and the fact that Professor Hunter 
has sought to make these features 
prominent in our educational system is 
a source of gratification. It has been 
the cause of the largely increased attend- 
ance, aince parents have come to an ap- 
preciation of the general improvement. 


THE WOKl.D'S WHEAT FIEJJ). 


This is an interesting question, as we 


are ueariug the winter wbeat harvest in 
the United States, and speculators in 
grain are arranging their plans of opera- 
tions. Discounting fractions according 
to tbe compilation oE the agricultural 
bureau, the'grand aggregate wheat yield 
last year waa 2.880,000,000 bushels, 
which was 632.180,000 bushels larger 
than thatof 1897, and 302,600,000 bushels 
in excess of the annual average product 
during the seven years for which the 
United States statistician has prepared 
complete dates. 
There were a few 


countries (like Sweden, Turkey in Asia 
and Cape Colony) the production ot 
which showed a slight decrease; but 
their output was an inconsiderable per- 
centage of ths total, and the fact re- 
mains that every continent on the globe 
produced more wheat in 1898 than in 
1807. 


It is likely that the American wheat 


crop this year will fall far short of the 
unprecedented yield of last year, but the 
deficiency may not be greater than 
excess production o£ 1898 which will be 
carried over into tbe 1899 crop year. 
The latest report concerning crop condi- 
tions abroad are extremely favorable; 
and in view of last season's immense 
production, and its probablecontribution 
to the world's reserve stocks, the situa- 
tion does not suggest the likelihood of a 
continuance of such 
activity in the 


European demand for American wheat 
as that which has given this country a 
commanding position in the markets 
during the past two years. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE TKUSTS 


The Kspnbliean organization in Ohio, 


which ia controlled by Senator Hanua, 
has declared against the trusts, the State 
Convention having adopted a plank in 
which hostility to these great industrial 
combinations is avowed. The sincerity 
of the Ohio Republicans would have 
been more convincingly demonstrated, 
however, 
if 
they bad re-nominated 


Attorney-General Monnett, who has 
been making a most vigorous fight upon 
the trusts under the laws of Ohio. It is 
useless to denounce monopolies and at 
the same time refuse to appoint law 
offices who will prosecute them, and the 
failure tore-nominate Mr. Monnett looks 
very much as if he is to be disciplined 
for invoking the law against influences 
which are very powerful in Ohio politics. 
That Senator Uanna dominates the Re- 
publican machine in Ohio is known of 
all men. Even so valiant a tighter as 
Senator Foraker found this out to his 
sorrow when he undertook to cnallenge 
Mr. Ilanna's supremacy at the State 
Convention. It is a well-known fact 
that Senator Hanna has no quarrel with 
the trusts aud that he does not regard 
them as dangerous to the puolic welfare. 
The Senator has admitted as much in an 
interview recently published, in which 
his views were stated at length. Under 
the circumstances, therefore, denuncia- 
tion of trusts by a convention which Mr. 
Hanna controls will probably not cause 
the Ohio monopolists any great concern, 
especially in view of the fact that the 
Attorney-General who has given them 
most trouble has not been re-nominated. 


Assuming, however, that the Ouio 


Republicans are sincere aud that the 
anti-trust plank m their platform is an 
honest expression of their views, it 
wonld seem that President McKialey 
should not remain indifferent to the 
evils of which the Republicans of his 
own State complain. If the State Con- 
vention's condemnation of trusts is not 
purely Pickwickian, and if the President 
is satisfied, that he can carry Ohio next 
year, even if he does hit the trusts a 
hard blow, the time has come for such 
action as will convince those who are 
suffering from the operations of the 
trusts that they have a champion at the

Effects of Trusts. 


IVtll Ueprlvi) 350,000 Coimmirclal Travel- 


ers of a Livelihood. 


Kemarkable evidence, it is expected, 


will be given before the Industrial Cotn- 
iniasion, at Washington, this week, when 
Percy E. Dowe, the president of the Com- 
mercial Travelers' National League, takes 
the stand to testify regarding the effects of 
trusts upon commercial travelers. 


"It is a case of 350,000 men fighting for 


their very existence as a body of expert 
business men," saya Mr. Rowe, "and they 
are fully alive to the seriousness of the sit- 
uation. The 350,000 commercial travelers 
in this country spend $3,000,000 a day. 


"I have already heard from nearly 40,- 


000 representative men, and their opinion 
is unanimously against all trusts, combi- 
nations and monopolies. 
I have come to 


the conclusion that the men on the road 
are solid in their opposition to trusts. 


"The greatest difficulty I have exper- 


ienced is to form an accurate estimate of 
the number of men already thrown out of 
employment in consequence of the forma- 
tion of trusts. Each mail brings me fuller 
information.'1

A Backward Stop. 


The National Civil Service Reform League 


tm Declares of MuKlnley's Action. 


The National Civil 
Service Reform 


League, in a statement made public re- 
cently, declares that tbe order of President 
McKinley of May 29 changing the civil 
services rules is "a backward step of the 
moot pronounced character." 


The order, the League nave, is a long 


succession of violations of both the spirit 
and the literal terms of tbe law and rules 
in various branches of the service. 


"Changes in the body of the rules," de- 


clares tbe League, "will be in effect ol a 
much more serious nature than tbe abso- 
lute exceptions which hjive been made. 


It will be practicable to fill competitive 


positions of 
every description either 


through arbitrary reinstatement, through 
original appointment to a lower grade, or 
to an ezcepted position without tests of 
any sort, or even by transfer from the 
great emergency force of the War Da- 
partment, to be followed in any such cone 
by a mere 'pass' examination. Ae general 
experience has proved tbe 'pass' examina- 
tions, in the course of time, degenerate 
almost invariably into a farce. 


"It will be practicable also to restore to 


the service of the incoming of each new 
Administration those dismissed for any 
cause during the period of any Adminis- 
tration preceding. 
That such a practice 


will lead to wholesale political reprisals, 
and, coupled with the other provisions re- 
ferred to, to the re-establishment on a 
large scale of the spoils system of rotation 
and favoritemm, cannot be doubted, 


"It must be said," saya the League in 


conclusion, "though with profound regret, 
that the civil service law, as it atood at 
the time of Mr. McKinley's election, has 
not been thoroughly and honestly enforced, 
as he promised ; that conspicuous oppor- 
tunities that have been offered for its ex- 
tension where practicable have been re- 
jected, and that finally, by the personal 
action by the President, steps aro taken 
that undo mucb of the progress made in 
the past and introduces a spirit into the 
service the influence of which can hardly 
fail to produce general demoralization."

President H. W. McKnight preach- 


ed the baccalaureate sermon 
to the 


graduating class on Sabbath morning in 
Christ Lutheran church. He took as bis 
text, Matt. 4 : 9. "All these things will 
I give thee if thou wilt fall down and 
worship me." 


"This," he said, "is readily recognized 


»s the third and Sual temptatation in the 
wilderness. 
On account of the time when 


the seductive offer was made, aa well as 
on account of the nature of the tempta- 
tion it embodied, it may be appropriately 
studied on this occasion. 
Jeans hnd just 


finished the year of his training and prepa- 
ration, and having by his baptism at the 
Jordon been publicly inducted into his 
priestly office, was now facing toward 
the gracious and aggressive ministry be 
came to fulfill. 
On the threshold of hie 


active and independent life, he, like many 
another, met hia severest trial and won 
the victory which saved his life and made 
his work redemption for the world. 


"The assault over which he triumphed 


was directed against the very citadel of 
bis integrity. 
It was the final and 


supreme effort to draw him aside from 
his mission and destroy his worthiness. 
Other efforts bud been made in vain. 
Now a false aim and false method of at- 
taining it. are presented. 
An appeal is 


made to the natural instinct for posses- 
sion, wealth, place, power, authority. 


'"All these things will I give theeif tbou 


wilt fall down and worship me.' 
The 


poisoned arrow was aimed at the very 
heart of 'The Son of Man.' It was in- 
tended to change that radical disposition 
which ever constitutes the real man, for 
'as a man thinketh in his heart, so is 
he.' 
Had it succeeded, all that is saving 


in the 
work of 
Jesus, 
all that 
is 


sublime in his character had been lost. 


"You have come, my young friends, to 


the line which dividea the years of your 
discipline and training from those of your 
responsible life. 
Ct is an interesting and 


solemn moment. 
Unspeakable possibil- 


ities open before you. Inviting oppor- 
tunities urge you forward. But the reali- 
zation of that which ia best, noblest, most 
useful and worthyvill depend largely, if 
not wholly, upon the aim you now adopt 
and put as a governing power over your 
life. 
It, more than your talent or toil, 


will determine your success or failure, be- 
cause it more than anything else will ex- 
press what you are and fix your relations 
to duty and to God. 


"We wish, therefore, as embodying the 


final counsels and cautions of your instruc- 
tors, to set before you the example of 
your Lord himself, who in such an hour 
as this, put behind him a tempting, but 
unworthy aim and a false method of at- 
taining it."

"My young friends of the Glaaa of '99 : 


We have sought in what we have thus 
said to expose the false, that you may dis- 
cern and adopt the true, and make your 
aim conform to it. 
We would riot have 


you aim at the stars, though this is often 
commended, but to remember that, des- 
tined to dwell above the stars, you may 
not direct your course by anything be- 
neath the stars. 
Our purpose has been 


to suggest to you the true scource of inspi- 
ration, God, hie will, his grace, his glory, 
and those heavenly realities which lie 
beyond the ken of sense—to have you see, 
as vour Lord did, beyond the visible things 
with which you must have to do, the in- 
visible, above the 'Kingdoms of this 
World' another Kingdom, greater and 
better, and above the rewards of earthly 
success another crown, the crown of glory, 
to have you, as immortals, feel the obliga- 
tion which your immortality imposes upon 
you. Your aim, if it does not embody 
the Christian ideal in which are central 
God and eternal verities—redemption, 
judgment, and everlasting life, will be 
deficient and misleading. It will lack the 
power of the unseen, the sunny gladness 
and sweetness which have shined down 
into the plainest, humblest lives to make 
them blessed and a blessing. It will have 
no anchorage within the veil and can 
come only to unsightly wreckage on the 
shores of time to which it was limited. 
We warn you, with intense solicitude, 
against an aim lower aud less comprehen- 
sive than your Lord's vision, when, in the 
very presence of the aggregated power and 
glory of the world, he chose righteousness, 
preferred God's purpose to Satan's tempt- 
ing offer, and gave his life to service and 
sacrifice that so he might 'enter into bis 
glory.' Such a resolve as his may cost 
you self-denial, toil, struggle, conflict, but 
it will never disappoint you. It will 
dignify your daily duty. It will fill the 
humblest sphere you may be called to oc- 
cupy with light from above and introduce 
you into a new order of nobility, the no- 
bility of service. It will endow you with 
spiritual power for useful living and work- 
ing, and make the joys of ministering but 
the first-fruits of an eternal harvest. 
It 


will cheer you in life's trials and comfort 
you in death's shady vale. 


"Make this resolve yonrs. Put it with 


its clear and full allegiance to God over 
your life so completely that it will subor- 
dinate to itself your talent, your time, 
your toil—all other gains and all other 
ends. 
Then, out of temporal achieve- 


ment, you will get something lasting. 
Your 'fruit 
will abide.1 And iu that 


hour when heart and flesh fail, and the 
scenes of earth vanish forever from your 
vision, then soon await yon the glad 
welcome: 'Well done, good and faith- 
ful servant; t-hou hast been faithful over 
a few things, I will make thee ruler over 
many. Enter tbou into the joy of thy 
Lord."

To save 
labor work the ground well and make it 
fine using manure liberally. As soon as 
tbe plants show in the rows work them 
carefully in the rows with a hoe. 


The way to change from the common 


black bees to Italian is to procure a 
Queen of the new variety desired, and in 
a few months the entire colony ?rill be 
Italian. 


Those who purchase fruit trees and 


Tinea should read their contracts with 
the salesmen very carefully. 
It is 


well-known that some contracts are s 
worded as to permit of the substitution 
of other varieties "just as good." If th 
kinds wanted cannot be supplied, thi 
consequence being that it is rare to ge 
•he preferred varieties, especially o 
peaches, the trees seldom producing 
fruit according to the name oi Ihe va 
rieties tagged on them when received 
Ot course, some seedsmen are very care- 


ful, 
but the buyer should never agree in 


writing to substitution. 


At present in this section the apple 


trees are heavily loaded with young 
fruit, and now is the time to thin out 
and thus relieve the trees o£ extra duty. 
Better fruit will then be obtained, as 
well as higher prices. 


An excellent way to red ace bones is to 


pound them and mix them with un- 
bleached hardwood ashes, using a barrel, 
placing six inches of ashes, then six 
inches of bones (filling the space between 
the bones with ashes), and thus alterna- 
ting until the barrel is nearly full, when 
a mixture of one part urine and four 
parts water should be poured over the 
mass, so aa to keep it constantly moist, 
but not wet. The bones will soon be- 
come decomposed, and when wanted for 
crops the barrel should be emptied on 
the barn floor and the mixture of bones 
and ashes well worked with a hoe. This 
gives a fertilizer containing not only 
potaah and phosphoric acid, but also 
about 3 per cent, of nitrogen.

IJf PAKMING 


There are some farmers who ara so 


careless and neglectful of everything 
pertaining lo the farm work that the 
wonder is they can ever hope to make a 
success of farming. Such a man when 
plowing his fields for corn thinks it does 
not make any difference how he plows 
as the cultivator will tear the field up 
again anyway. When he comes to plant 
the seed he does it ip any way promising 
himseie to work it better after awhile 
but that time never comes. He does 
not use any judgment ;n the selection of 
his seed aud then cannot understand why 
it is that he does not secure a good stand. 
One cannot expect to grow a good crop 
unless especial care is taken in preparing 
for the crop. Visit the home of such a 
man and you will Hnd everything pre- 
senting a careless, run-down appearance. 
Fences are down and hogs and other 
stock are running at large, machinery is 
left standing exposed to the elements, 
e'c. Too will'generally find that be 
dues not take even a country paper and 
if you offer any suggestions ljp will 
politely inform you that he knows more 
now than he has time to do. If his wife 
asks him to Qx up the yard and do a few 
necessary things around the house he 
always has some convenient excuse to 
offer and if she tries to do the work her- 
self he proceeds at once to get augry aud 
make things decidedly unpleasant. How 
different with" the practical, up-to-date 
'armer. Be commerces about the first 
of March to look after his farm tools, 
lie makes single-trees aud double-trees, 
?ets out his plows to see if they are sharp 
ind does all the other odd jobs which 
ihould be gotten out of the way betore 
ha spring work commences. He begins 
o feed his teams a little heavier and 
forks them a little harder in order to 
oughen up their shoulders. Then just 
s soon as the ground is in good shape 
ou may see him starting out to plow, 
aking it very moderately for awhile nri- 
il both himself aud his teams become 
ceustomed to the work. He continues 
•ith his plowing, unless interrupted by 
aina, until his corn is all in and in good 
onditiou. lie takes time and care iu 
electing liia seed corn and does not wait 
ntil the corn is nearly knee-high before 
iarting in to cultivate it. A day or two 
eiore his corn gets through the ground 
e puts a harrow or drag on it and cleans 
ut the graaa and weeds, then when the 
orn comes up il will look as clean aa 
hen planted. Tbe same care-taking 
lethods are employed all over this man's 
arm and that he will make a success of 
Arming goes without saying.

are designated as "old roosters," al- 
though they may not be over six months 
old, and they seldom bring over six cents 
per pound in market. The time to sell 
the cockerels at this season is when they 
weigh about two pounds each. If re- 
tained from now on they will not be 
more valuable, as the prices decline fast- 
er than the birds increase ia weight. It 
is more economical to sell now and thus 
lessen the supply of food, as well as also 
gain more room in the poultry yard. 


Mangels for stock are easily grown, 


and if the season is not too dry they ma; 
be seeded as late as June, though earll 
crops succeed better. 
About seve 


pounds of seed per acre should be use 
and they should be seeded in rows tha 
permit of the horse hoe. Like others 
the beet family they should be worke 
•with the baud-wheel hoe as aoou as the 
appear or grass and weeds will get ahea 
of them. 


Hoses should be worked lightly aud b 


properly pruned. Koses produce the 
flowers in the new wood, and it is nece 
sary chat they be cut back. The fall 
blooming roses may bs pruned th 
month but the summer kinds are prune 
in the spring. If the season is dry mulo 
around tbe bushes with straw or hay. 


The value of a ton of "street sweep 


ings" is about $1.50 for nitrogen. Tb 
value of the potash and phosphoric aci 
is somewhat less, but the whole may b 
estimated at about $2 per ton, or th 
same as ordinary barnyard manure. O 
course, some sweepings are more valu 
able than others, the average only beini 
taken for the estimated price. 


It ia better to dilute liquid manun 


with water for tbe reason that the wate 
partially prevents loss of ammonia and 
also because urine is too strong for ordi 
nary plants. 
Ac excellent mode o: 


treating urine or liquid manure of anj 
kind is to add twice its bulk of water 
then adding a pound of kainit to tout 
gallons of the mixture. 


During this warm weather the ma- 


nure that is in large heaps and which 
has been kept dry is liable to "lire-fang, 
during which process it will lose value. 
To prevent this make holes in the heap 
with a crowbar and pour in cold water. 
or torn the entire heap over, placing the 
coarse materials in the centre. Use ab- 
sorbents freely at this season and do not 
overlook the fact that urine promotes 
fermentation while cold water retards it.

importance to good blood comes the 
question of food and shelter. 
It is im- 


possible to fit an animal for market un- 
less it is led judiciously. Soma feedeis 
think that il" a young animal ta to be pre- 
pared for market it must have different 
care and treatment from the animals 
which are to be retained ou Hie farm, but 
I think that all stock should have equal 
tare and that we cannot care for tliem 
too well. The calf for instance, if it is 
to be raised by hand, should not be con- 
fined in a dark stall in the barn uor should 
it be turned into pasture with no shelter, 
at least not until it reaches an age when 
raius raids will not injure ilia growth. 
It may be put in a good pasture when it 
is six or seven months eld as :t will then 
be able to look after itself. When a calf 
is raised artiacially it must not be ne- 
glected or it will tall away instead of 
gaining. It should be fed milk, pure 
aud sweet, warmed to 00 or 95 degrees, 
tour or five times a day while it is young. 
Tbe quantity of milk may be giadually 
decreased as it grows older and some 
ground oats, bran or oil meal may be 
added. Care must be taken not to over 
feed or this will cause scours. If scours 
should occur give a tablespoonful of sal- 
eratus in milk twice a day until they are 
checked. Let the calf have grass just 
as soon as il will begin to eat it tor all 
the elements of food that nature call for 
are contained in grass. I think stock 
foods can be used to an advantage in 
some cases, for instance, i£ an animal 
gets stunted, then good slock food is 
very valuable, or if a bunch of cattle are 
being finished for tlie market, but I 
should not use it at any other time. 
Some stock raiaera expect too much of a 
young calf or pig. They think if they 
throw them some feed they will grow 
fast and thrive whether they have com- 
fortable surroundings or not. There are 
numerous minor details to be looked af- 
ter which if neglected will result in loss 
to the owner as well as to the animal. 
A good bed goes a long way toward mak- 
ing a nice calf, likewise good, pure water 
at all times.
